Washington, June G. — Capt. Cliarles 
Vernon Gridley, commander of the 
cruiser Olj'rapia, and one of the heroes 
of the brilliant victory at Manila, is 
dead. Tlie announcement of his death 
wa~s received by the navy department 
late Sunday afternoon in a cablegram 
from I’aymasier Galt, of the navy, 
dated at Kobe, Japan, June 4, and di- 
rected to Secretary Long. 

Capl, Gridley is the first American 
officer of great prominence whose 
death is a direct result of the existing 
war with Spain. As the commander 
of Adm. Dewey's splendid flag ship 
and one of the Admiral's chief ad- 
visors, Capt. Gridley achieved distinc- 
tion at the battle of Manila bay and 
added to his previous laurels by win- 
ning high praise from his superiors 
in the service for distinguished 
gallantry and ability. He fought 
his ship from the conning tower, while 
Adm. Dewey directed the movements 
of his squadron from the bridge of the 
vessel. Jt was not known for several 
weeks after the engagement that 
Capt. Gridley had suffered from it: 
and even now the precise nature 
of his trouble is not disclosed. 
Upon the arrival of the Zatire at 
Hong Kong on May 20 the navy de- 
partment was notified that Capt. Grid- 
ley had been condemned by a board ol 
medical survey and ‘‘invalided" home. 
.Subsequent advices received by the de- 
partment indicated that Capt. Gridley 
was suffering from the effects of a 
rupture supposed to have been received 
during the battle at Manila, but no de- 
tails were given. 

Capt. Gridley was born in Logans- 
port, Jnd.. in 184.5, was appointed to the 
naval academy from Hills(iale, Mich., 
in 1.S00 by Repre.sentative Henry Wal- 
dron, the Gridleys having removed 
from Indiana to Michigan when theii 
son Charles was onlv three months old.

Taylor, of the Cruiser New York 
Wounded in the Ann, Abdomen, Liver, 
Lung and Shoulder, Recovers. 



New York, May 6.— One of the re- 
markable cases brought here by the 
big ambulance is Wm, Ta 3 ‘lor, a Wash- 
ington boy, and a first-class apprentice 
on the crui.ser New York. Ta 3 ’lor‘s 
recovery is the most marvelous of any 
of those remarked upon by the naval 
surgeons. One day, soon after the bom- 
bardment of Matanzas, through 
which the men on the New 
York passed without the slight- 
est injury, a revolver dropped 
from the belt of Boatswain Mullen and 
exploded. The bullet passed through 
Ta 3 ’lor’s right arm at the elbow, en- 
tered the abdomen, passed up through 
the liver, grazed the lung and came 
out through the left shoulder. An op- 
eration for laparotomv’ was performed 
and Taylor recovered, although natur- 
ally he is still suffering from the ef- 
fects of his multiple wound and the 
operation. 



An American vessel, the Merrimac, 
described in ihe advices from Santiago 
de Cuba as an auxilary crui.ser. mak- 
ing a dash to force the entrance, suc- 
ceeded in passing the first line of de- 
fenses, but was torpedoed about five 
nundred feet up tlie channel. 

She went down *‘perpendicularl 3 '’’

six seamen were taken pri.soners. Tlie 
number of victims is unknown. 

Only the funnel and mastheads of 
the sunken vessel can be seen.

The American squadron w'as cruis- 
ing all the while in the offing. 

Cape Haytien, Hayti. June 4.— The 
American fleet, according to advices 
received b 3 ' cable from Santiago de 
C uba, the cable being under Spanish 
control, opened fire again at 3 o’clock 
Friday morning on the fortifications 
and war ships. 

The cannonading was well sustained 
until 4 o’clock a. in. 

One of the United States auxiliar 3 ^ 
cruisers “well armed’’ attempted to 
force the pas.sage into the harbor. 

The Spanish allowed the cruiser to 
cross the first line of torpedoes, but 
’ibefore she arrived at the second line 
they dischared at her a torpedo, which 
broke a great hole in her side and 
caused her to sink almost instantl 3 \ 
bow firsL 

The name of the vessel is not knowm, 
nor is the number of victims reported. 

One officer, one engineer and six 
sailors were made prisoners. 



and during the engagement ran the 
Merrimac into the narrow entrance of 
the harbor and opened her sea valv’es. 
allowing her to sink. Just inside the 
entrance the channel is so narrow that 
a vessel as large as the Merrimac 
sunk there would make it impos- 
sible for Adm.

It is hoped that 
the report that one of her officers and 
some of her crew were captured by the 
Spanish is incorrect, 3 *et it is realized 
that it was a dangerous task w’hich 
the 3 ’^ l^ad to perform, and, though Adm. 
Sampson doubtless took every precau- 
tion possible to enable them to escape, 
they may have been unable to get off 
the sinking vessel and get safely past 
the Spanish batteries at ihe entrance 
to the harbor in a small boat to where 
they could lie picked up by one of the 
vessels of the American fleet. 

Now that Adm. Sampson has thorough- 
blockaded the entrance to Santiago 
harbor and penned Adm. Cervera and 
his ships inside, lie can leave Commo- 
dore Schley in front of Santiago with 
a few ships, and can take the re- 
mainder of his fleet to I’orto Rico to 
operate with the military e.xpedition 
against that i.^land.

Five Transports Carrying United States 
Troops Sailed Under Sealed Orders 
Anaid Scenes of Knthnsiasm. 



Moijilf:, Ala., June G. — Five trans- 
ports carrying the 20th infantry. Col. 
\Vheaton; 3rd infantry. Col. Page, and 
troops A, C, D and F of the 2nd caval- 
ry, steamed down the Mobile river at 
9:30 o’clock Saturday morning, en 
route presumabl 3 ’- to Tampa, but real- 
ly under sealed orders. 

The transports are the steamers 
Matteawan, Stillwater, Breakwater, 
Arkansas and Morgan.

The United States Battle Ship Oregon mand of the Entire Naval Faroe Off 
Joins the Combined Squadrons. That Harbor, 



Exebans:e of Tisits Hei;an, and the Offl. 
oers and Men of the Oregon, the Navy’s 

Crack Heavyweight, Were Heartily 
Complimented and Welcomed. 

Ox Board the Associated Press 
Dispatch Boat Dauntless, May 29, 
via Key West, Fla., June 3.-^The 
United States battleship Oregon joined 
the fleet Thursdaj’ morning, finishing 
the most remarkable long distance 
cruise in the historj’ of modern iron- 
clads, Her reception bj' the fleet w’as 
worthy of her achievement. Coming 
along at a 15-knot speed, she swept in 
a majestic sc mi-circle through the fleet 
to a point opposite the flag- 
ship, solid ranks of white- 
clad, cheering sailors manning the 
sides of each vessel as she passed. 
The first news of the Oregon’s arrival 
at Key West was brought to the squad- 
ron by a dispatch boat soon after sun- 
rise. The fleet was consequentlj’ on 
the lookout for her and when almost 
at noon there loomed up a gray hulk 
on the northwest horizon there was 
vigorous wig-wa|fging from ship to 
ship. Marine glasses showed the pon- 
derous outlines of the navy’s crack 
heavyweight, and showed also that 
she carried “a bone in her teeth,’’ as 
she piled up the white water on each 
side of her bow. 

“Fifteen knots, if it’s a mile,” was 
the verdict as she raced in on the 
homestretch of her long journey, and 
watches held on her as she approached 
confirmed it. She had a decided list 
to port from hastilj' filled bunkers that 



Washington, June S. — It was stated 
Thursday morning that Rr. Adnu 
Sampson arrived off Santiago Wednes- 
day afternoon, where he assumed com- 
mand of the entire naval force off that 
place and assigned Commodore Schley 
to the command of the division com- 
prising the ships formerly attached to 
the flying squadron. 

Fifteen warships are at Adm. Samp- 
son’s disposal to pit against the six 
men-of-war flj'ing the Spanish flag. 

It is said that while Sampson has 
the largest discretion as to oi>erationa 
against the Spanish ships and fortifi- 
cations, it is believed he will wait for 
troops to reach the place before doing 
anything but blockading Santiago and 
preventing Cervera’s ships from es- 
caping. Shaftcr and from 15,000 to 
20,000 men will, it is expected, react 
Santiago early next week. 

AT TAMPA. 

No Troops Have Left There, and it Is N 
Believed Any Large Movement WUl 
Take PLice in the Near Fntare. 

Tampa, Fla.. June 8. — There is but 
litttle change in the general situation 
here. It can be stated positively that 
no troops have been embarked at this 
point, and until definite official news 
is received from the fleets of Sampson 
and Schley it is the generally expressed 
j opinion among the army officers that 
I no movement of troops from here 
in the direction of Cuba will be 
ordered.

Then the exchange of 
visits began and the officers and men 
of The Oregon were heartily compli- 
mented and welcomed bj' all.

The Restorniel Released. 

Key West, Fla., June 8. — In the 
I United States district court Thursday 
Judge Locke rendered a decision con- 
demning the cargo of coal of the Brit- 
ish steamer Eestormel, seized on Mon- 
Jaj', as she was trying to run the 
blockade. Judge Locke's decision re- 
leases the Restormel. 

Troops to Embara for the Philippines. 

San Francisco. June 3.— Late Thurs- 
day night orders were issued bj’ Gen. 
Otis, commanding the Colorado and 
Pennsylvania troops now at camp Mer- 
ritt, to go on board ships for the 
Philippines next Tuesday. Rations 
for six months are to be taken and 400 
rounds of ammunition will be sup- 
plied each man. 

No Discoortesy Was Intended. 

Mexico City, June 3.— Officers of 
the German man-of-war Geier arrived 
Thursday night The captain said the 
reason he did not salute the American 
fleet on entering Havana was because 
it was not the rule among nations to 
salute when the admiral’s flag was not 
lying. No discourtesy was intended. 
Went Doirn With Their Hoat. 

Duluth, Minn., June 3. — The tug 
Record, one of the Inman fleet and one 
of 'he staunchest on the lakes, was 
run down and sunk in the .ship canal- 
just before midnight. Three of the 
lug's crew went down with their boat

'I'hat much harm results from the ex- 
j cessivc use of medicine is a fact which 
I nobody will di.spute. and it is a rule 
w-ith the be.st physicians to give little 
or none when it can be avoided. To 
this is due much of the success of 
homeopathy, for in many cases nature 
requires only ittreful nursing in order 
to effect a cure. Nevertheless, there are 
eases in which the administration of a 
dose of medicine is a matter of life and 
death — the sole hope of recovery. 
Then it is, if the patient be a child, that 
the mother reaps her reward if she has 
taught the child to obey, since the do.se 
is taken without trouble or resistance. 
It is worse than folly to deceive a child 
with the pretense that nauseous medi- 
cine is palatable; the deception may 
avail once, but the little one loses all 
faith in the assurance, and it counts for 
naught. Far wiser to toil hinihonestlv 
that it tastes badly, but it is to do him 
■ good, and that as soon as it is taken he 
shall have something to “take the taste 
out of his mouth,” something, possi- 
ble, which he e.'.pecialiy likes. The pel- 
. lets in which so many of the modern 
me<lieines are given are far easier to 
; take than were the huge pills of the last 
generation, and it is not often that a 
bitter tlose is absolutely necessary. 
When the little patient must be forced 
to take the dose, do so quietly and firm- 
ly; hold the hands and nose while the 
. spoon presses dow u the tongue. In the 
effort to breathe, the medicine, which 
should be in liquid form, w ;! be swal- 
lowed. A medicine glass much bet- 
ter than a spoon, and less apt to spill 
^ the contents. It may also be u.sed as a 
means of compul.sion by turning it up 
so as to stop the supply of air; at the 
first gasp for breath the medicine will 
be taken, and the glass may be re- 
moved. 

Often a struggle with the i>atient will 
do more harm than good; moreover, 
medicine thus given is apt to be reiect- 
ed by the stomach. In such case* the 
physician must be appealed to. It is 
, ea.«ier to coax a child than to drive it, 
and patient, gentle reasoning is seldom' 
without effect. Force should be used 
only as a last resort.— Chicago Times- 
Herald.

BIG GUNS SHORT LIVED. 

rkey Uaec to Be Sent Back to tke 

Shop After the One Hnn« 
dredth Flrina;. 

“The life of a gun is one of the mosi 
insatisfactory things about it,” re- 
marked an ordnance officer in discus» 
lag the war question, “and though s 
number of experiments have been mads 
III connection therewith there is no ab- 
solute certainl 3 ' as to the results. A 
general rule has been arrived at which 
.s thought to be on the safe side of the 
matter, and that is that the modern 
steel gun should not be fired more than 
100 times. After that, it matters not 
what the emergencj* may be, it is safer 
to dismantle the gun and send it back 
to the shop than to risk firing it, for 
the explosion of a gun is a decidedly and 
extensiveh' dangerous occurrence tool] 
in its immediate locality. The firing 
of a gun causes the steel to crj'stallize, 
and thereby bec-omes brittle as a file. 
So far as has j'et been discovered, there 
is no remed.v for it. It is not exactly a 
total loss after a gun has become dead, 
for the steel can be u.sed for thousands 
of things in the way of bolts, braces and 
the like for new work and for repairs. 

A modern gun is an expensive affair, 
running from $75,000 wny up. It is 
cquallv' expensive to keep it in opera- 
t'iou, the cost for each cartridge seat 
from it being over $1,000, which doe; 
not include the putting of the gun on 
its emplacenieut or taking it down, nor 
the thousands of do-IIars necessarily- ex- 
pended in paying salaries and s-ubsist- 
ciice of the officers and men who operate 
it. This cr\-stailization of the metal i.« 
one of the mj-steries of the science of 
ordnance. The gun could be re-.ivified 
to some extent by- heating it to a white 
heat and allow ing it to <*ooI off slowly, 
but the treatment is not exactly satis- 
factory- or even approximately' certain 
as to the results. It has been .said of us 
as of other nations, that if w-e kept 
every- gun w e on n in actual tiring opera- 
tion for even 24 hours the powder and 
shell bill would bankrupt us, and there 
is some truth in it. This cry stallization 
of the metal i.s not confined to guns, 
however. The same thing occurs in the 
journals or axels used on the railroa^l 
c*ars. It is for that reason that careful 
railroads put on new axles every five 
or six years. In Kurope there are law-s 
upon the subject, though it is custom 

with us. In Germany it is unlaw ful to 

* 

use au axle on jiassrnger cars more than 
four years, though the limitation on 
freight car.s is not so rigid. As with the 
oft-tired gun, the steel in tiic journal 
becomes so 'orittle by- the crystallization 
in consequence of its use that it is liable 
to snap in a dozen pie<-es any’ time after 
Us life-is ended.” — Washington Star. 

GEN. L EE*S RECORD. 

The Sturdy Amorlcan’.H Military An- 
ceHtry ami IIIm Career in the 
Confederate Army. 

Fitzhugh Lee, as is well know n, w-as 
an officer in the confederate army dur- 
ing the civil w ar, and in case of his ap- 
pointment as major general of volun- 
teers he would enter on his duties as an 
experieneed military- man. Gen. Lee's 
record and ancestry- are both military-. 
He is a nephew of Gen. Robert K. Lee 
and. a grandson of Col. Henry- Lee, the 
revolutionary commander. He wa.s 
oorn at Clermont, Fairfax county, A'a., 
on November 10. 1835, and was gradu- 
ated at We.st Point in 185G. He was .se- 
verely’ wounded in a fight with Indians, 
and in May-, i860, he was ordered to re- 
port at West Point as instructor of cav- 
alry-. At the beginning of the civil w-ar, 
in 1861, he resigned his commission in 
the Cnited States army and entered the 
confederate sei'vice. At first he was 
placed on staff duty-, and wa.s adjutant 
general of Ewell’s brigade until Sep- 
tember, 1361, w hen he was made lieu- 
tenant colonel of the First Virginia cav- 
alry, and later wxis promoted to the 
rank of colonel. In all of the cam- 
paigns of northern Virginia he took a 
promlneui part. On July 25, 1862, he 
was made brigadier general, and on 
September 3, 1863, he was appointed 
major general. In the battle of Win- 
chester, on September 19, 1864, three 
horses were shot under him and he wa.s 
disabled by a severe wound which kept 
him from duty- for several months. 

In March, 1865, he w as placed in com- 
mand of the whole cavalry- corps of the 
army of northern Virginia, and a month 
later he surrendered to Gen. Meade at 
Farmville, after which he retired to bis 
home in Stafford county. In 1874 he 
made a speech at Bunker Hill, which at- 
ti acted wide attention. In the winter 
and spring of 18S2-83 he made a tour 
through the southern states in the in- 
lerest of the Southern Historical so- 
ciety. In 18S5, after a spirited cam- 
paign, he defeated John S. Wise, read- 
juster, for governor of Virginia.— N. Y’.

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QUICKSAND IN WELLS. 

tA Method f€»r l^xelndiui^ It Which 11 m 
lieen I Mcd ^ith SncceitB in Alich- 
ignu and Indiana. 

The \vriter has had large experience 
in sinking wells in the sandy subsoils 
of Michigan and northern Indiana. In 
early days it was no uncommon thing 
lor the well to cave in even before 
tjuicksand was reached, and bury the 
workman. Some genius invented the 
followiv.g method, which is now in al- 
most universal use in those districts 
w here there is quicksand when the wa- 
ter is reached and where there is dan- 
ger from the sand or light soil caving 
in upon the workman; 

Construct out of inch boards a ring 
cf the desired diameter, usually about 
three feet in the clear, by cutting sec- 
tions of the wooden circle desired out 
of inch boards. Five or six sections will 
be required for the circle. Two thick- 
nesses of these board circles are re- 
quired, one nailed upon the other, with 
the joints of the sections broken. This 
will g’ive a wooden ring a little over

lour and one-half inches Avide, three 
feet in the clear or thereabout, and two 
inches thick. 

As soon as there are indications of 
caving, this wooden ring is put in the 
bottom of the well and a four-inch wall 
made of brick is built upon it. Care 
should be taken to have the wooden 
ring about one-halt inch larger on the 
outside than the outside diameter of 
the brick wall. Jn the localities named, 
well brick could be purchased, and they 
are better than ccinmon brick because 
the joints are less open; but common 
brick can be used bj’ clipping the inside 
corners of the brick a little. 

Jf quick is likely to be reached, four 
leet of the well which is first put in is 
laid in cement mortar to exclude it. 
The rest of the well Avill not need mor- 
tar. Having made the workman safe 
by a brick circular wall around him, 
he proceeds to dig and undermine the 
ring, first on one side a little and then 
on the other side, and the ring, with its 
superincumbent weight of brick, fol- 
lows, and other bricks are put on the 
lop. When the water and the quick- 
sand are reached, no attempt is made 
to bail the Avater out. The Avorkman 
proceeds as before, except that a dipper 
is provided for dipping up the quick- 
sand in the bottom of the well. When 
the water reaches the armpits of the 
workman, the Avell is considered com- 
plete. Afterwards, should Ae water be- 
come loAA’, the Avell is deepened by dig- 
ging out the sand from it and under the 
ring, and more bricks are laid on the 
Icp. Thousands of these Avells thus 
constructed may be found in the dis- 
tricts above referred to. 

Fig. 1 shoAvs the AA’ooden circle, the 
heuAy lines Avhei*e the top sections of 
the prepared circular pieces of board 
meet, the light lines Avhere the ends 
meet. Fig. 2 shoAvs hoAv the joints of 
the two sections of the circle are 
broken. Fig. ?, shoAvs the wall laid of 
common uncli])ped bricks. — I. P. Kob- 
erts, in Country Gentleman.

PLAN FOR HAY BARN. 

How <o Build One Large Enough to 
Hold a Handreil TonM or More 
at Small Expense. 

The cut sliOAA s the details of construc- 
tion of a modern hay barn. The plan 
shoAA n is for a bam 40 feet Avide, 50 feet 
long, and Avith posts 15 feet high, Avith 
self-supporting roof. As a hay barn is 
called for, it is unnecessary to have any 
floor for driving space. The hay should 
be carried from the wagon to the open- 
ing in the end of the barn by means of a 
carrier or sling, and then upon the 
track, the end of Avhich is shoAvn, the 
hay is carried to any part of the barn 
desired. The sill, A A, should be of 
eight by eight material. The beams L 
B and C C should also be eight by eight, 
and morticed into the posts at the cor-

ners and in the center. These beami 
serve as braces, and must be securely 
fastened, or the barn Avill spread. Ont 
danger which must be guarded against 
AA iil be the bulging of the ends. To se- 
cure these, strong steel rods should ruL 
from the side plates, the ends of Avhieli 
are shoAA'n at t he top of the posts. These 
steel rods will cut a portion of the 
corner, as they should be*fastened about 
ten feet from tlie ends of the plates. 
The details shoAvn aaHI make it plain 
to a builder hoAv the barn Is to be con- 
structed. — Kural Ncav Yorker. 

LocatiunH for Bee HIven. 

Many people fail of success Avith bees 
Ixu-ausc they do not place the hives 
right. If too shaded the bees are likely 
to be attlacked by the moth miller, 
which breeds those Avorms that destroy 
the honey. It is Avell to have the bee.s 
up early, so the hives should front tf 
the east, so as to catch the first rays 
of the morning sun. Either a Avell- 
roofed, loAv buikling should be pul up 
as a bee stand, or the hives .should be 
set or. a bench under a tree all through 
the summer. In Avinter it is not best 
that bees should see sunlight. If an 
underground cellar out of doors can be 
fitted uj) Avhere the temperature may 
be kept l>elOAV freezing all the time, it 
Avill be much better than the Avarmer 
house cellar. — American Cultivator. 

C liarcoak for the Pig*. 

Figs that are fattening will often eat 
charcoal quite greedily. That from the 
corn is probably the best, as the cob 
contains a very considerable amount of 
potash, which corrects the acidity of 
the stomach. Corn is a very heavy and 
rich grain and hard of digestion for any 
animal. In the quantities that fatten- 
ing pigs eat of corn it is no AAo/ider if 
the stomachs are cloyed. A little char- 
coal Avill greatly improA’e their appe- 
tite. Even pigs that are not fattening 
Anill eat some charcoal. It has some 
nutrition, and they are in no danger 
of eating too muA. — Prairie Farmer.
